FARM INSTITUTES

some weeds so that control 
will 
be 
very difficult indeed. 
So many of our 
crop pests have been brought by im­ 
portations from abroad. 
The potato 
wart disease 
is another 
pest from 
Europe. It started 
in 1911 and 1912 
and so far the only known means of 
combatting this is to use varieties that 
are immune—one of these is the Irish 
Cobbler. 
There is no excuse for Cedar Rust 
when we can save our apple crop by 
cutting down 
a few worthless 
red 
cedar trees 
These rust spheres will 
carry a distance 
of several 
miles. 
There is not much gained by m anur­ 
ing apple trees. Cultivation and cover 1 
crops are mucip better when added to ■ 
proper pruning and spraying. 
Cabbage seed soaked in a teaspoon j 
of formalin to a pint 
of water 
w ill1 
prevent black leg and other root dis- j 
eases of cabbage. 
Robert E. Atkinson reviewed “The 
Value of Lime, Legumes, 
and 
Live­ 
stock as Soil Builders”, saying, many 
farm s are starvtd. 
Commercial fer­ 
tilizer supplies acid and phosphorus.; 
Corn, oats, wheat, clover, and tim e -1 
thy make too long a rotation. Cut out J 
timothy and buy no fertilizer. 
One 
good crop of clover every four years • 
will give enough nitrogen for the other ! 
three crops 
if they are fed 
on the j 
place 
and manure 
put back. 
If not 
livestock is kept the clover must be, 
plowed down and none taken off. The 
average Pennsylvania soil does 
not 
have enough humus or organic m at­ 
ter. 
It has an unlimited amount of 
potash if we supply enough organic 
matter to liberate same. 
Manure left 
in the yard six months loses 50 per 
cent or more of its value. In connec­ 
tion with livestock we must. have one 
or two goo*I legume crops every four 
years which will not only increase the 
nitrogen 
content hut also 
increase 
nroduction at least 25 per cent. 
Lime 
in the soil makes it possible to grow 
legumes. 
None of these will grow in 
a sour soil. 
If we add to the fertili­ 
zer every year our land will increase 
in value. 
Inoculation even fo r red 
clover pays big. 
Raising plenty of 
legumes is the best proposition on the 
farm.
